Olmstead told the Idaho States- 
man the state may (all $50 to JIM 
million short or enough revenue to 
cover the 1982 stale budget, so he's 
trying to Identify programs that 
coulcf be cut to make up that 
difference. 

"The biggest revenue savings — 
J8 million — can 'come from ' 
eliminating state support for the 
kindergarten program," Olmstead 
said. "The second biggest saving 
would be from eliminating the 
academic program at Lewis-Clark 
State College, almost S3 million." 

Other possible cuts Olmstead 
listed Include cutting off state 
support for intercollegiate 



athletics (saving about SI .e 
million), eliminating public televi- 
sion funding ($1.1 minion), slicing 
the Department of Law Enforce- 
ment budget byirpercenl and the 
Department ot Administration 
budget by 25 percent, and cutting 
In half the budgets for the de- 
partments of Lands. Parks and 
Recreation, Water Resources, and 
Agriculture. 

Olmstead said cutting 100 state 
employees off the payroll would 
save the s*ate $2 million, since 
employing each state worker costs 
about S20.GO0. 

He acknowledged that most of 
the cuts would be unpopular. 

Even If all were approved by the 
Legislature, the potential savings 
would be only about 530 million — 
still not enough to make up for a 
$50 to S100 million shortfall, he 
said.

WASHINGTON ilfPI) - Congress at long lasl . 
has agreed to set aside more than 100 million acres 
of Alaska's untouched wilderness. But the fight 
between environmentalists and industry Is not yet 
over. 

For conservationists. Alaska is the "last fron- 
tier" and the guardian of the nation's scenic 
"crown Jewels. In their view, the bill sent to 
President Carter last week does not go far enough 
to protect the land. 

But Tor those who hunt and fish, drill for oil and 
'gas, mine the land's valuable minerals, and cut 
down trees for homes and paper, the legislation 
goes too far toward "locking up vital resources 

State officials and Industry complain lite legisla- 
' tion blocks access to natural resources to support 
the economy of the sprawling state. 
_ In Congress they have a powerful ally in Alaska 
Sen. Ted Stevens, virtually certain to be assistant " 
GOP leader when a Republican majority takes 
charge of the Senate In January. 

While Stevens says Alaska got "80 percent" of 
what It wanted In the bill, he has promised to seek 



In the House. Rep. Morris Udall, D-Arii.. 
chairman of the Interior Committee, says he got 
"8S to 90 percent" of what he wanted, t'dall. backed 
by environmentalists, says it "falls short" of 
protecting the land. 

After Ronald Reagan's Elecl ion-Day victory. 
Udall quickly recognized the "political realities" of 
the situation and decided to seek passage of a 
Senate compromise version In order to send It to 
thepresldent this year. 

The bill was passed by voice vote, with onlv Reps. 
Don Young. R-Alaska. and Sen. Steve Symms. 
R-Idaho. protesting 11 "lockecLup" vital resources 
needed by the nation. 

An Important gain for Alaska. It clears the way 
for the state to gain title to long-awaited lands 
selected under provisions of Its statehood act. 

For me halionrit means prescrvatidn of about 106 
million acres of lands scatlered through Alaska for 
national parks, wildlife refuges and wilderness - a 
myriad of scenic wonders.

forests, soaring snow-clad mountain peaks, 
massive glaciers, mist-filled fjords, rushing 
white-water rivers hnd seemingly endless tundra. 

The land is home to birds, caribou, wolves, bears, 
deer, moose and wild sheep. The rivers are filled 
with salmon and trout, the coastal waters with 
seals, sea otters and sea Hons. 

And beneath theland lies untold mineral wealth. 

While those who want to preserve the wilderness 
and Its wildlife say some 90 percent of the known 
mineral resources lie outside the protected areas, 
others Insist no one can be certain until the lands 
are explored. 

Typical of the kind of Issues Congress Is sure to 
face in the future is the William O. Douglas Arctic 
Wildlife Range on Alaska's North Slope. 

The refuge, the nation's largest, Is the breeding 
ground for North America's largest caribou herds. 

The House voted (o close the range to oil and gas 
exploration. But the bill, as passed, allows a study 
or Ihe area to determine Its oil and gas potential. 

It is only one of the disputes that will continue to

Marriages hit record high in 1979 



WASHINGTON (UP!) - The 
number or marriages In Hie United 
States reached an all-lime record In 
1979. and the number of couples who 
divorced was nea rly half that 
number, a government report savs. . 

In an annual summary of the na- 
tion's vital statistics, the Department 
of Health and Human Servjces said 
nearly 2A million couples wire mar- 
ried In the United Slates in 1979. 

The tolaI_was the largest annual 
number of marriages ever recorded 
In the United Stales, exceeding the 
nr»vim,< peak of nearly 2.3 million in 



1946 - when the Gls returned home 
fromWorldWarll. 

The marriage rate Increased In 31 
stales and the District of Columbia, 
and declined in 15 stales. Nevada had 
tl>e highest rate of any stale. 

The J979 marriage rate also was 2 
percent higher than the previous 
year. 

At the same time, Ihe report said 
nearly 1.2 million couples were 
divorced in 1979. a 3.5 percent Jump 
over the previous year. 

The report said the figures showed" 



the rate Increased In 32 stales and the 
District of Columbia and decreased In 
11 states. 

The 1979 birth rate also grew to 
nearly 3.7 million, up \ percent from 
1978. the report said. 

"This ts onjy the fourth jvar lo show 
an increase since Ihe long-term de-" 
dine began In 1958," the report noted. 

The government attributed the in- 
crease in the number of births to a 
greater number or women reaching 
child-bearing age. 

"According to U.S. Bureau of the 



Census projections, the number of 
women of child-bearing ages will 
continue lo Increase substantially 
through 1985, indicating the potential 
for Increasing numbers of births," the. 
report said. 

The birth rate decreased In New 
York and Washington and remained 
constant In Connecticut and 
California while increasing in the rest 
of the states. 

The number of deaths In 1979 was. 
estimated at 1.9 million, 1.9 percent 
lower than the previous year, the 
report said.

WASHINGTON - Consider, If you 
please, the garbage truck. It is being 
driven by Big Brother now, And 
therein lies an Instructive tale of how 
we have rumbled into the mess we are 
in.

In 1B«, Sarah Hale moved from 
New Hampshire to Philadelphia and 
launched her campaign, writing edi- 
torials in Godey's, which became the 
most successful American women's 
magazine of the 19lh century by 
emphasizing fashion but advocating 
women's rights, said Brown.

BAGHDAD. Iraq (UPI) — Iran said 
the defenders of its besieged clly of 
Susangerd repelled three iraqi at- 
tacks Saturday in fighting that 
cl a imed heavy casualties. 

As the focus of the war shifted from 
Abadan on the southern Persian Gulf 
front to Susangerd near Ahvaz further 
inland, Iranian President Abolhassan 
Bani-Sadr told reporters in Tehran 
that Iran's battlefield position was 
Improving. 

"II is much belter than last week 
because all citizens are helping the 
combatants," said Bani-Sadr, who 
met earlier In the dav with Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini io brief the Ira- 
nian leader on the status of the war. 
now In itsssthday. 

His remarks were reported by. the - 
official Iranian news agency Pars. 

Other battles stretched southwest 
from Susangerd and Ahvat.-lh* capi- 
tal of Khuzlstan. to Abadan and the 



captured port of Khurramshahr near 
the Gulf coast. 

Judging from the communiques of 
both sides, the war showed no signs of 
abating during a peace mission being 
launched Sunday by former Swedish 
Prime Minister Olaf Palme, who was 
travelling lo Baghdad and Tehran on 
behalf of thetinltedNations. 

Appointed to act as a special envoy 
for u.N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldhelm. Palme was to leave New 
York Sunday for Geneva en route to 
the capitals of the two warring 
Persian Gulf states. He admitted on 
Friday that his mission would be very 
difficult. 

Bani-Sadr told Pars the Iraqis 
launched three assaults on Sus- 
angerd, 25 miles Inside the border and 
aboul-30 miles northwest of-Ahvaz,- 
but were repelled each lime.

Fletcher 
warned Americans recently against 
vacation "certificate" offers he said 
promised much more than they de- 
liver which are being sold by mail 
nationwide, . - 

Fletcher said that in response to 
Inquiries, the companies ask for a 
"service charge" of from $25 to $50, 
sometimes - asking" personal credit 
card numbers, supposedly to confirm 
Identity but actually to bill pro- 
spective buyers through the credit 
card companies. 

He said the firms claim the "certifi- 
cates," for example, are good for 
three days and two nights lodgings for 
two in Las Vegas, and include meals 
and a gambling package valued at 
$250. 

"Typically, those who take the bait 
have to pay additional fees and reser- 
vation deposits, and (he so-called 

• - 'service - charge^is - not- ref unded-_as- 
rep resented to an IniticI" offer," ' 
Fletcher said. 

He said that when certificate hold- 
ers send hotel reservations requests 
they are met with "regret" letters 
advising that no rooms are available 
on the days requested and are told to 
remain patient when refunds are re- 
quested. 

Fletcher said about a dozen compa- 
nies who arc contacting prospective 
buyers by mail or telephone are being 

- Investigated currently by the Postal^ 
Inspection Service. He urged anyone 
victimized through the malls to report 
to the service or their local 
postmaster.

Ways to keep geraniums over the winter 



Times-News Correspondent 



A question we get often is: "How do 
I keep our geraniums over winter? " 

Are you sure you want to try and 
keep the plants over — now that we 
have geraniums from seed? Seed 
geraniums are just as inexpensive (in 
fact, they are cheaper) and will pro- 
duce just as good a show as gerani- 
ums from cuttings (often more 
expensive). Both types can be kept 
over winter. If you want to lake the 
time: 

1) Pull up plants or knock them out 
of pots, Insertjnto a clear plastic bag 
(Willi holes punched for air) and place 

■ th the basement, near a window, 
Insert a piece of moist cotton inside 
bag for moisture, about once a month. 

2) Or you can place the pulled up 
plants Into a tub of moist peatmoss 
and store in a basement incar a 
window). 

^3) Some people leave them in pots 
and grow them in a sunny w indow for 
winter show. Then next March the 
plants are cut back and repotted 
WATCH COLD WATER 
"jWe've entered the cold season and 
would like to remind you that cold 
water is bad for African Violets and 

. other heat-loving items. Water must 
be of room temperature, or warmer. 
If the water is 10 degrees above or 10 

— degrees below room tempeature. leaf- 
spotting can happen, even though not 
a single drop of water touches the 
foliage. Cold water (tap water) has a 
shocking effect. It can retard plant 
growth and flowering, especially 
during the cold winter months. Soil 
trial is severely chilled can cause 
foliage to curl, with growth and flow- 
ering becoming almost dormant. By 
the way, the room temperature rule 
applies also to Insecticide sprays, and 
U| syringing of foliage. 
■Remember also If you start seeds. 

_TJie_.water_should_be_at least 72 

—degrees Fror higheivSeeds in flats or 
boxes often go dry because the sur- 
face dries due to evaporation. 
Evaporation is a cooling process and 
may lower the temperature of the 
seed starter. 

I. DIG HORSE RADISH 
"Late fall is a good lime to dig up 



horse radish roots. At this time of 
year, roots are only beginning devel- 
opment and should be quite mild. 
After grinding, "keep it cool to keep It 
hot." For storage longer than four to 
six weeks, horseradish should he kept 
in tightly covered jars In the freezer. 
Horseradish has nothing to do with 
horses, and it is nol a radish. Trie 
German name for the plant meanl sea 
radish, which to the English sounded 
like "mare radish." Through common 
English usage the mare was changed 
to horse, and the word horseradish 
was first recorded In print In 1597. 
Horseradish makes mosl of ils 

.growth jn late summer and early fall., 
slnce it prefers cool temperatures. 
October and November are best 
months for digging, To grind roots, 
first peel and dice ihem. Add a small 
amount of water and crushed ice. 
After the mixture is the proper-con- 
sistency, add while vinegar, about 
two or three tablespoons per cup of 
horseradish. The timing of the 
vinegar is Important since vinegar 
stops the enzymatic reaction and 
stabilizes the hotness. If you want 
horseradish that's mild, add the 
vinegar promptly. If you like it as hot 
as possible, wail about three minutes 
before adding It. Do nol allow ihe 
mixture to warm al any lime. Always 
keep it in the refrigerator. 
' MILDEW ON PLANTS 

Now Uial the heat's on In our homes. 

and ventilation is poor, watch out for 
mildew on indoor plants. Mildew looks 
like a light dusting of powder on 
leaves. An effective home remedy for 
this fungus: add one tablespoon of 
bleach (any household liquid type) to 
one quart of lukewarm water, and 
spray the leaves until they are drip- 
ping wet. Then wall 15 minutes and 
rinse Uie plants with cool water, says 
Doreen Vander Tuin In the Gloxlnian 
magazine. Do the lob in early morn- 
ing so leaves can dry before night. If 
you use it on touchy items such as 

"A frlcan-Vtolet5- or -gloxinias,- do - not _ 
dry Ihe leaves under light or in direct 
sun, as It will burn foliage. 

WAX YOUR POTS 
Gardeners who grow African Vio- 
lels In clay pots complain that Ihe 
stems (petioles) rest on the edge of 
the clay and are burned due to hot 



salts from fertilizer. One way to . 
prevent this is lo mell up some 
paraffin and dip the rims in it, then 
allow to cool before repotting the 
violets. Here's another inch : lo keen 
a clav saucer from "sweating ' 
moisture onto the furniture below, 
seal up the porous clay with beeswax 
or paraffin. Heat Ihe wax In a double 
boiler until it liquifies. Then use a 
paintbrush to coat the inside and 
bottom of the clav saucer. 

POLKA DOT PLANT 
This thankful plant is easy to grow 
but has a bad habit of growing l al I and 
splndlv. What do vou do? Keep (tie top 
_ pinched— back_-ltlme —after— time.- 
because tt grows fast. Some people 
train It on a wire hanger so U gets nice 
and thick. Grow in a bright window, 
not in direct sun, Quite often, it will 
produce a small orchid-like flower 
that's attractive, In summer, set the 
plant outdoors in the annual bed and ll 
will produce plenty of pink dots for 
you, It's also called "Freckle face" 
plant, or Hypoestcs t "Hype-est- 
leas"). You can also root lips In walcr 
orperlite.

Question of the Week: F.R. of 
Murphy, "We had the most beautiful 
flower bed this year — with large 
canna lilies. How should we care for 
u^canha tubers?" 

After frost cut the lops down, we 
take a pair of hedge shears and cut Die 
stalks off close lo Ihe tubers. Then we 
store ours in a box of peatmoss, kept 
In a cool basement. Even now and 
then the tubers are checked lo see if 



any are rolled. If so. Ihev arc dis- - 
carded. The peal can be sprinkled, 
just enough lo keep it slightly 
moistened. Cannas are probably the 
easiest of all lo keep over winter. 
They can'l sland freezing, although 
they'll take a cool temperature (40 
degrees or so). •> 

TJ. of Naples, "Our cactus plants 
have mealybugs and no spray seems 
to help. Is there a cure?" 

Alcohol Is an anathema to 
mealybugs. Take a toothpick with a 
piece of cotton on It and dip in rubbing 
alcohol: Touch each cottony mass and_ 
the alcotiolTtnocks iliem out fasl. 
Some people pour a liltle rubbing 
alcohol In a misting bottle and spray 
the cacli with it. Let the treated plants 
dry In the shade. For root mealybugs, 
unpot your plants and rinse away all 
the soil. Swish roots in soapy water 
and rinse them well, then repot.

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Sheep collar: Coyotes' new worry

TWIN FALLS - Given the na- 
tion's shifting political winds, 
sheep collars being tested by a 
Twin Falls researcher may soon 
give attacking coyotes something 
new to worry about. 

Guy Connolly, a research 
biologist for the U.S. Fish and 
Wlldfife Service, bar pub!tshetf-r 
Odd report on the use of poison 
neck collars to HI! coyotes attack- 
tn gsbeep or goals . 

The method Is not cheap or 
foolproof, and Connolly admits po- 
litical opposition to poison Com- 
pound 1060 may eventually lead to 
a total ban of the chemical. But 
tests In Idaho and Texas show toxic 
collars can help to reduce predator 
losses, he said, and the collar has 
the political advantage of killing 
only animals with a taste for mut- 
ton. 

Connolly said he prepared the 
report to answer questions raised 



earlier this year by_Secretary of 
Interior CedJ Andrus. Hewffl alsc 
use It later this month to apply for 
renewal of an Environmental 
— Protectk»-Agency-perrnlt-lo:« 
tinue toe research. 

Last November, Andrus an- 
nounced a ban on several coyote 
. control practices, including 
further research into potential 
uses of 1060. The decision was later 
modified to allow completion of 
research Connolly Is conducting on 
a Texas goat ranch. 

Compound 1060, sodium 
fluoroacetate, Incurred the op- 
position of animal protection 
groups prior to 1972 when it was 
used in scented baits to kill coyotes 
In the vicinity of sheep losses. A 
suit filed by Defenders of Wildlife 
Inc., prompted President Richard 
Nixon to curtail the practice. 

The Andrus policy angered 
sheepmen when the secretary said 
future efforts of the department's 
— Animal-Damage- Con trrf-program- 
would "recogrJie the Importance 
of predators to natural 
ecosystems" and emphasize 
"non-lethal, non-capture 
methods.'' 

Coyote controls should "focus on 
■ offending animals to the greatest 
degree possible," be said. 

The announcement triggered a 
healed response from livestock 
producers _who testified before 
agriculture committees In Con- 
gress. Andrus himself was grilled 
~ior several "tours" when he ap- 
peared before ranchers at a meet- 
ing In Texas, where kid loses at one 
Angora goat ranch were estimated 
at more than 80 percent prior to the 
use of toxic collars.

1 -WASHINGTON. (tiPl) - Changes- 
In the political scene brought aboutby 
last week's election are so sweeping 
that experts have just begun to assess 
what the Impact may be on federal 
agricultural policy. 

Farm experts around Washington 
seem to agree that pending farm 
legislation to raise price support loans 
do grain that Is added to the farm- 
er-owned reserve and to create an 
emergency wheat reserve of 4 million 
tons Is In trouble. 

Congress must consider a number 
of appropriations measures, so other 
bills win be pushed to the bade 
burner. 

Carl Schwensen of the National

_ support Is another." - 

Agriculture Secretary Bob

Placing ceiling on packers 9 
market share looks unlikely 



WASHINGTON HIPI) — A bill to 
place a celling on the market share of 
any single meat packing firm Is dead 
for this session of Congress, and it 
could encounter rough sledding when 
. It la brought up again next year. 

House Small Business chairman 
Neal Smith, D-Iowa, got the bill 
through a subcommittee In Sep- 
tember but did not have enough time 
to get full committee consideration 
before the election recess. 

Back for a lame-duck session, 
Congress Is dealing mostly with 
money Issues and bills like Smith's 
are a low priority. The bill was 
referred ^Infly to the Small Business 
and Agriculture committees, both of 
which must approve It before It goes 
to the House floor. 

Hov^evCT.^AglcuJture Is not 

^tScdU? which was watered down 
from Smith's original proposal to put 
a ceiling on packers' regional market 
shares, would prevent a single packer 
from slaughtering or acquiring more 
than 25 percent of the nation's steers 
and heifers, cows and bulls or hogs 
slaughtered to a year. 

Iowa Beef Processors Inc., of 
Dakota City, Neb., theworld'B largest 
beef packer and a major focus of 
Smith 1 8 extensive hearings now has a 
17 percent share of the market. 
. Tbe bill would bar large packers 
from operating retail meat outlets 
and from regularly selling meat 
below cost to the disadvantage of 
small packers. Packing companies 
and their officers could not speculate 
In livestock futures markets. 

An aicfr to Smith Bald the col 
gressmatr would tatrooW the bill 
again next year, but prospects for its 



success might be reduced with the 
Republican takeover or the Senate 
and the White House. 

Smith recently released a commit- 
tee staff study of the meat industry 
(bat said thatlowa Beef and MBPXL 

— the second largest beef packer and 
a subsidiary of Cargo*], the giant 
International grain trading company 

— now slaughter 30 percent of steers 
and heifers ft the nation. 

They also control 45 percent of the 
market for boxed beef, the modern 
alternative to selling beef by carcass. 
These firms cut the animals into 
sections nnd pack them In cardboard 
boxes. 

The study predicted that the two 
firms could have 60 percent of the 
boxed beef market by the end of next

In major meal-producing states, the 
top four firms in each state slaugh- 
tered an average of two-thirds of 
available steers and heifers In 1978, up 
from 10 percent a decade earlier, the 
study said. 

The staff study said concentration 
In the industry has grown at an 
alarming rate for reasons other than 
efficiency. Firms have been able to 
control supplies of cattle from com- 
mercial feedlots and make other 
vertical Integration arrangements.

adequately enforced by the Justice 



Department or the Packers and 
Stockyards division of the Agriculture

He called on the Justice Depart- 
ment to begin a broad review of ail 
aegments of the beef Industry, 
especially Iowa Beefs recent high 
profile In the Pacific Northwest. 

Iowa Beef slaughtered no livestock 
In that region In 1976. By this year it 
gained control of 65 percent of the fed 
steer and heifer slaughter In the 
region after acoulring two packing 
plants and entering into a Joint ven- 
ture with six large feedlots. 

Justice Investigated Iowa Beers 
dealings tn the Pacific Northwest In 
1977 and closed the case after a 
cursory review, the committee said. 
Packers and Stackers attempted to 
block- the -Joint venture but-failed to 
present an adequate case In federal 
court. 

The next year Packers and 
Stockyards concluded that lewa Beef 
had violated the law with five 
practices but wrote only a warning 
letter before the case was closed. 

The study' said Packers and 
Stackers employees have little knowl- 
edge Of antitrust statutes they are 
empowered to enforce ana the 
division can handle only a case or two 
at a time.

Accidental farm deaths dip 



CHICAGO - Accidental deaths on 
farms dropped "substantially" be- 
tween 1961 and 1978, according to the 
Notional Safety Council. 

In lis annual publication, "Accident 
Facts," the council reports farm 
deaths dropped from 8.800 in 1961 to 
5,400 in 1978. 

However, the rate of fatal accidents 
Increased during that time because 
farm population fell faster than the 
number of accidents. 

In 1961 the rote was not quite six 
deaths for each 10.000 In farm popula- 



tion. In 1978 the rate was nearly seven 
for every 10.000. During the years 
from 1961 to 1978, farm population 
declined from 14.8 million toflmllllon. 

During 1979. only 4.200 farm deaths 
were reported, but the 1979 figure is 
not comparable with flcures.from 
earlier years. 

Of the 4,200 farm deaths In 1979, the 
report said. 2,200 resulted irom motor 
vehicle accidents, 1.150 happened 
duringfarm work, J_50 during of f-farm_

For despite 
the persistent mobilily myth in

Some who read those words will 
scoff and wonder: "Where is the 
woman who speaks like that In this 
modern age?" Other will know, with a 
sure knowledge that comes from a 
shared experience, that she Isn't a 
figure from another time or an alien 
place. 

That shared experience includes 
having grown up tn a family where 
father worked Intermittently in 
low-paying, low-status, low-skill jobs. 
Mother may have cleaned other peo- 
ple's kitchens or clerked in -a 
flve-and-10-ccnt store, struggling with 

a full day's work on the job and 
another day's work In the home at 
night. 

Sometimes fattier worked steadily, 

— sometimes- not.- Always, however, 
especially during his long periods of 
unemploymenl, the threat of violence 
hung over the house as rather hid his 
pain under a drink and acted out his 
frustration Inside the family. 

But how do we know that sobriety, 
steadiness, or nonviolence are 
doss-related values? Isn't there 
drinking and violence in middle-class 
. families as well? 

Of course 1 Yet In a recent eross- 

class study of families with young 
children, not one wife In a pro- 
— Tesslo^'TOiddle-ciass-ramiiy-men^ — 
Honed these attributes, They focused 

. instead on the emotional tone of the 
marriage — the Intimacy and com- 
munication they share - and on the 
comforts and prestige their husband's 
occupation brings. Financial security. 
whldWiey take for granted, helps to 
compensate them for the worst 
aspects of a violent man or one who 
ottnlcs. 

In contrast, In working-class fami- 
lies, even when a man Is earning a 
reasonably good living, financial in- 
security Is always a threat to the 

— future: 

CcJisequenUy, when asked what 
they would do if they suddenly Inher- 
ited a million dollars, working-class 
women and men answered with regu- 
larity: "I'd pay off ny bills." No one 
In the professional middle class even 
mentioned their bills - not because 
they don't have any, but because, in 
their mid-30s, they are on the first 
rungs of a long career ladder, and 

rising Incomes are assured.— — 

At the same stage or lire, working- 
class men are at the top ot their short 
career -ladders,- Increased- earnings - 
can be anticipated only Insofar as 
union negotiations are successful - 
increases that usually barely match 
; inflation. 1 Being paid-up, therefore,- Is- 
a fit subject for fantasy. 

_ Work and Family 
The work a man .does — which 
'< effectively defines his ramlly's social 
! class — influences family life well 
-* beyond Immediate economic 
: realities. For the wori ttofccla: 
, for example, his work life and family 
; life are destlnctly separate. 

For the mlddJe-ciass professionaC 
however, the boundary Is looser, more 
■; "penetrable. Hls'famlly often is an 
« adjunct to his work. His wife enter- 
tains his business associates. The 
Important deal often is started, if not 
-—ftaishedrUTtbe living roomrIndeed,in- 
coosJdering-fi .man -for. atLexeculive 



of freedom. He cannot so easily "tell" 
her what she can and cannot do. 

Does this mean that middle-class 
marriages are more egalitarian than 
those In the working class? 

The picture Is mixed. Certainly the 
ideology of equality is most often 
expressed, in the middle class. But 
there frequently Is a wide gap be- 
tween Ideology and behavior. One 
recent study 67 families in which both 
mother and father work, for example, 
reports that middle-class husbands 
"say" they believe In sharing house- 
bold chores and child care. But they 
don't actually "do" much of It. 

In working-class ramifies, on the 
other hand, men often express highly 
conventional views about the division 
of labor. But in fact, when their wives 
are at work.they orten prepare meals, 
clean up, and gel the children off to 
school. 

Teaching the children 

Child-bearing practices and educa- 
tional philosophy also reflect class 
differences. Thus, professional 
middle-class parents, assuming that 
their children will do work like Theirs 




— work that calls for Initiative, flexi- 
bility, creativity, and sensitivity to 
others — raise their children with 
great concern for developing those 
skills and call for an educational 
system that fosters them as well . 

Working-class parents, too, assume 
that their children wlll work at Jobs 
comparable to their own. Jobs 'in 
which creativity and Initiative are not 
expected and often not desired. Those 
who work at such Jobs may need, 
above all, an iron-willed discipline to 
keep them at their Jobs day after day, 
year after year. 

Understandably, then, such fami- 
lies stress emotional control, respect, 
and orderliness In their child rearing, 
especially for the boys who wilt hold 
those jobs, and (hey demand that 
schools reinforce those qualities. 

Thus does work performed outside 
the home touch the core of life Inside. 
Whether tnchlld-rearingpractices. in 
educational philosophy, even In the 
relations among family members, 
common experiences create common 
problems which, In (urn, lead to 
common adaptations. 



This Is the stuff or which cullure Is 
bom. And so long as the social and 
economic realities of class exist, we 
can expect such subcultural varia- 
tJonsin family llfetopersist. .

TWIN FALLS - The slereo battlefield here is 
littered with the names or dealers no longer in 
business. 

CESCO, Todd Stereo, Mark's Music and many 
more have come and gone in Ihe last 10 years. 
Only one store specializing in stereo compo- 
nents, The Sound Company, has remained alive 
In Twin Falls through thelast 10 years. 

In place of those (hat fall, though, new stores 
are always Joining the fight. On Jan. 1, the Sound 
Company was the only stereo dealer In Twin 
—Falls. A few days later, Inkley.'s opened Its doors- 
to sell stereo equipment along with its better- 
known trade items — photo equipment and photo 
finishing. 

In the spring, Blue Lakes Showkase added a 
full line of stereo components to the compact and 

- console stereos it carried and that are the 
mainstay of the stereo departments In most 
appliance stores. 

— Finally, last month, The Stereo Shoppe opened 

— hererLike^SonrKiCoTiraarr^ 
is the oldest stereo store in Boise, where 
competition has been equally sanguine. 

The Sound- Company bears numerous battle 
scars from the wars. Although the state Attorney 

- General's- off ice has no record of prosecution 
against The Sound Company, stories are com- 
mon of unethical and Illegal business practices 
there. 

Owner- Ron Victor fights off the stories, 
blaming them on former competitors driven to 
"throwing stones" as they watched their own 
investment "melting away." 

'Mtfe'rejiflted by other businesses," he said. 



"But the public dlciates who slays in business:" 
The Sound Company wouldn't have survived, 
much less grown, if its record was as bad as the 
rumorssay.Vlctorsald. 



Victor's record has not survived unmarred, 
however. Some of his family members sued him 
several years ago, in connection with the stereo 
business. 

Also, the state Better Business Bureau rates 
his firm "unsatisfactory" because of a case 
where Victor refused to refund a customer's 
downpayment and further refused to reply to 
bureau inquiries about the incident. 

Victor, a combative speaker, said rhetorically. 
"How do you think we ve grown If we do crap? 
No way can a business satisfy 100 percent of the 
public." 

The Sound Company began almost 15 years 
ago as a shack in a field on Blue Lakes 

_Bwlevard_North, Victor s aid. Peo ple told him he 

was crazy. No otheFbusInesses were oul there 
then and there were several stereo stores 
downtown, he said. 

A year later the stereo stores downtown were 
out of business, Victor said. 

"Everybody wants togel Into the slereo 
business," Victor said. 'They think they'll get 
rich. It's not a get-rich business." 

If It isn't a get-rich business. It is nonetheless 
~an-altracUve-one.-The three- new-Etereo dealers — 
all expect to carve out a profitable niche for 
themselves at the Sound Company's expense. 

"lite last few weeks have seen the battle fought 
through advertising promotions, especially us- 
ing radio, as each dealer seeks to establish an 
Identity as the area's stereo leader. 
Furthermore, in personal interviews every 
stereo dealer had at least one unkind word to say 
about the merchandise or the marketing 
know-how of at least one of his competitors. 

For the most part, however, dealers focused 
on what they can offer customers and 
downpl ayed th e Importance of competition be- 



twecn the stores. 

Inkley's assistant manager Curt Jensen is 
confident he can offer buyers the lowest prices in 
the state on the stereo components he carries. 



Inkley's has 20 stores across Utah and southern 
Idaho, no one can beat their buying power, he 
said. 

If Inkley's has a problem in the stereo 
business, it is that It Is best known for the 
cameras and photo equipment It sells, Jensen 
said. However, the company's advertising Is 
beginning to put more stress the audio half of the 
store, he saia. 

Inkley's stereo equipment ranges from mld- 
prlced components to a smattering of the higher 

Ericed state-of-the-art receivers, turntables and 
ipe decks. The store's goal is to put across an 
Image of "class and knowledge," Jensen said. 
At the Blue Lakes Showkase It Is Dave Victor, 
_Ron^ brother, yho manages the_slereo de- 
partment. Dave said he concentrates on stocking 
middle-range merchandise - $500 (o $800 for a- 
" turntable, receiver, tape deck and two speakers 
— where the overwhelming majority of slereo 
dollars are spent. 

In contrast, however, the Stereo Shoppe car- 
ties nothing but esoteric, state-oMhe-art 
equipment, according (p salesman Rick Lyon. 

The reason Is simple, he explained. Because of, 
>Ieaps4n -technology, JtaUbottbfcarL£quipment_ 
has been brought down to affordable levels. 
"We're after the person who wants quality,'" 
Lyon said. But, he added, a person doesn't have 
to spend many more dollars to get It than he 
would spend on a much more ordinary stereo 
system. 

November and December are the biggest 
months of the year for stereo sales. However, 
Ron Victor doesn't think there are enough 
year-round dollars to support four stereo 
dealers. 

He wouldn't answer a question about what 
kind of store could put him out of business, but he 
naturally doesn't believe his current competition 
-can close his-doorsTThis-timeTiext^earrhe still- 
expects to be a survivor. 

'•We'll still be here. Definitely," he said. "No 
question about It."

October retail sales 
decline as autos lag 



— WASfflNGTON-UIPI) Retail- 
sales at the nation's stores fell slightly 
last month, the government reports - 
a graphic example of the slow eco- 
nomic recovery most economists 
predicted wouTaTdllbw the recession 
that ended this summer. 

In a preliminary report, the Com- 
merce Department said sales fell a 
marginal 0.1 percent in October to a 
seasonally adjusted (79.9 billion, after 
rising 1.5 percent In September. Re- 
tail sales were 5.7 percent above year 
earlier levels. 

Most of the decline was due to 
slumping auto sales, which fell 2.1 
percent in October to a seasonally 
adjusted fHA billion, down from 
September'sJM:? billion:

Last month, stores selling durable 
goods - those products designed to 
Fast three years or more - had the

A slight increase in furniture sales 
in October was not enough to offset 
the decline In sales of cars, building 
materials and hardware. 

Stores selling other than blg-tlcket 
items fared better last month, in- 
creasing their sales 0.3 percent to

Voyager continues ring investigation 



- PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) —Radio waves shot 
through a rlngof Saturn showed that its particles 
range from about three inches across to about 30 
feet In size, with the smallest particles making 
up most of the ring. Voyager I scientists said 
..Saturday 

"In human terms these are not particles, these 
are boulders flying around Saturn with great 
velocity," Dr. ten Tyler of the Voyager radio 
science team said. 

For eve>y large boulder - those about 30 or 40 
feet across - there about a thousand only a yard 
wide and about a million smalt particles. 

"These are similar to particle sizes coming 
from a rock crusher," Tyler said. 

He said the data was preliminary and taken 
from only five or six seconds of Information that 
resulted from radio bursts of a thousand sec- 
onds, aimed at earth through one of the planet's 
rings, called the C-rlng. 

Other scientists at a news briefing at the Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory discussed the magnetic 
fields of Saturn and Titan and the similarities 
and differences from Jupiter and Earth. 

Imaging team leader Dr. Bradford Smith said 
Saturn s mustard-colored atmosphere has 



strong resemblances to that of Jupiter, but there 
are many differences in the way clouds form at 
the top of the heavy gases. 

The rings still present several puzzles, he said. 
"Of course." he added, "they are obeying the 
laws of physics.-Our problem Is In understanding— 
those laws." 

He said this was especially true In attempting . 
to understand the F-ring. one of the outermost 
rings of particles around the planet. There are 
forces other than gravity acting upon the ring, 
which give it the bizarre braided appearance of 
strands Intertwining, he said. 

"There are possibly electric or magnetic 
forces acting on the ring." he said. 

Seen from behind with the camera looking al 
light 'filtering through from the sun, lite ring 
appears as a stream of white light . 

'Tne fact that it shows up so brightly." he 
said, "means It Is made up of small particles and 
It is the small particles which are most likely to 
be subject to magnetic Influences." 

The satellites of Saturn resemble Earth's 
moon and the planet Mercury In appearance, he 
said. They are heavily cratered and one of the 
moons. Rhea, is close to the point of crater 



saturation 

The moons of Salum, with the exception of 
Titan, are mostly ice or Ice and rock with a 
density little more than water and about the 
same as the head of a comet. 
— Smith said wispy lines of material on the.moon- 
Dione suggest that water escaped from Its 
Interior after the period In its early history in 
which It was heavily cratered by meteorite 
bombardment. 

He said a false-color picture of the small 
co-orbilal satellite, one of two In very similar 
orbits, looks "likea rainbow sherbet."

Antibiotics may help combat gum disease 



BOSTON (UPI) - To about 100 
{ million Americans, the old joke about 
a dentist saying, "The teeth are OK, 
but the gums have got to go" - 
shouldn't be funny: Whether they 
know It or not, they have periodontal 
disease. 

Periodontitis Is a bacterial infeclion 
of the gums and bone that surrounds 
the roots of the teeth. As It progresses, 
more bone Is lost and the teeth 
become loose. Eventually, they may 
fall out. Once diagnosed, the disease 



usually means treatment by deep 
cleaning under the gums and possible 
surgery. 

. In animal tests, researchers have 
found that antibiotics can slow or halt 
the bone loss. 

Dr. Ray Williams of the Harvard 
School- of Periodontology, ... ad- 
ministered tetracycline to beagles 
suffering from the gum Infection. In 
some cases, bone loss was stopped by 
as much as 50 percent over untreated 
dogs. 



Tetracycline may never prevent 
periodontitis. Williams said, but with 
proper testing In humans II may one 
day be available for dentists to treat 
the great number of . persons who 
develop thedlsease. 

"Approximately 100. million out or 
the 115 million (adulli people (in the 
United States) who have their teeth 
have some form of periodontal dis- 
ease," Williams said in an interview. 

The best way to prevent It Is by 
lessening the amount of bacterial 



deposit, or plaque, around the teeth 
and under the gums. . *J 

But even though antibiotics ap- 
peared helprul in animals. Williams 
cautioned that tetracycline still has to 
be tested for gum disease In humans 
— and that It will -never replace 
flossing and brushing. 

Periodontal disease can't be re- 
versed. Once the bone around the 
teeth is affected. Williams said, the 
condition will not improve - It can 
only get worse or stay the same.

- three consecutive victories in a grand 
prix tournament for the first time in 
tils career by defeating Solomon 6-3, 
6-2. 

But lo succeed in this goal. 
McEnroe will have to conquer a 
challenge from Mayer Sunday. 
McEnroe had lo turn back the gritty 
determination of Solomon and ad- 
mitted: "The match was lighter than 
the score Indicated, but I won the 
Important points. 

*'l had to be patient and I'm not 
normally patient against Harold." the 
21-year-old New Yorker added, 
explaining why he stayed back'on the 
baseline for most of the match instead 
of trying to break Solomon's relent- 
less nel play. 

Alter each had lost service once in 
the first set, McEnroe broke a mara- 
thon deadlock In a sixth game that 
went to seven deuces with a brilliant 
backhand cross-court winner. 

But after wrapping up that set. he 
struggled to hold his first service 
game in the second. One-love and 
40-15 down, McEnroe took time out for 
a long argument with a spectator who 
applauded a double fault, but did not 
let this affect his concentration and, 
after the game went to five deuces, 
served two unstoppable shots to level 

"As with last year's final, I let too 
many chances slip nnd couldn't capi- 
-taitze when I hadan -advantage, " said - 
Solomon, whose semifinal appear- 
ance earned him 19,000 and enough 
Grand Prix points to make him an 
almost certain qualifier Tor January's 
eight-man Masters Finals. 



Solomon battled on but McEnroe 
was unstoppable, serving two aces in 
the deciding eighth game lo reach the 
Wembley for the third year in suc- 
cession. 

Mayer, who clinically and swiftly 
disposed of all his opponents on his 
way to the semifinal, demolished 
unranked Smith thoroughly. 6-0, 6-1. 
in-57- mlnutes to reach his eighth- 
Grand Prix final this year. 

The 24-year-old tram New Jersev 



has never beaten McEnroe, their 
most recent meeting being in the rinal 
at Stockholm a year ago. 

"But I've improved more than he 
has in the last year," said Maver. 
"I'm playing consistently at a higher 
level now than ever before." 

Mayer's two-fisted approach, both 
on forehand and backhand, often 
belied-a delicacy of touch which 
confused Smith and paid off with 
winners.

Hagerman decision on fire station nears

HAGERMAN — In less than a month. Hagerman Valley 
residents will decide whether to build a new fire station 
oral by with their existing structure. 

The Hagerman Fire District's old building has a leaking 
roof,- poor plumbing and Inadequate space to house the 
district's four trucks. 

Voters In the fire district will decide Dec. 9 whether to 
support the proposed 30-year. $120,000 bond needed to 
finance a new (ire station. 

The special fire district bond election is scheduled the 
second Tuesday in December from noon until 8 p.m. at 
regular voting preclnts. 

n I really couldn't say how the election "will go." said 
Fire Board Chairman Robert Adolf, "but 1 haven't heard 
anything negative regarding a new station, so hopefully 



our chances are good do pass the bond proposal)."" 

"We've got such cramped facilities to house our trucks 
that it's really quite dangerous when trying to get the 
trucks out for an emergency," said Fire Board Chairman 
Robert Adolf. "They're just separated by Inches. " 

The Hagerman district fire station faces U.S. Highway 
30 In downtown Hagerman. This also creates a dangerous 
situation, according to Adolf, since fire trucks must exit 
directly onto the busy highway. 

Four trucks, two pumpers and two tankers, are 
operated by the Hagerman hre crew. However, only three 
of these can be housed Inside the fire station at one lime, 
according to Adolf. 

"If we can build the new station, not only will we be able 
to park all of our equipment inside, but we'll have one bay 
for thequick response unit." Adolf said. 

Operated separately from the fire district, the 
Hagerman Valley Quick Response vehicle is parked 
outside, next to Phil's Market In Hagerman. 



Fire District Secretary Audry Hoffman stressed that 
lack of space Isn't the onlv problem facing the 
firefighters. 

"It (the existing station) does run verv expensive to 
heat." Hoffman explained. "It's not Insula'led and Is need 
of repairs." 

Adolf explained that the fire trucks need lo be housed 
and kept relatively warm to insure quick winter starts for 
emergency responses. 

No cost estimates have been made on rcparing the 
existing fire station roof and aging plumbing syslem 

Douglas Howard of Edwards. Howard and Martens 
Engineers. Twin Falls, has drawnpreliminary plans for a 
new fire station to be located on East Salmon Street, one 
block east of the existing station. 

In addition lo solving the truck housing problem, the 
proposed station would open onto Salmon Street rather - 
than the heavily Iraveled highway. 

Despite the cost, a new station also offers financial 



advantages to residents in the Hagerman Fire District, 
_Adolf claimed. _ 

"The Stare Fire BdardTias been after us off and on lo 
update and expand our program." Adolf said. "We've 
been short on equipment and the result Is a high (fire) 
Insurancer-tlngforourdistrict." 

Residents' fire Insurance premiums are set according 
to the slate s rating of local fire protection service. In past 
years. Ihe Hagerman dlstricl has received a rating of 7on 
a l-to-10 scale. 1 being the optimum level. 

According to Adolf, mosl Magic Valley (Ire districts 
receive level 3 and 4 Insurance ratings from the state. 

"With an expanded fire station, plus the additional 
pumper we recently purchased (ram Boise, we should be 
able lo reduce our rating by a couple of points - at least to 
a5raling."Adolfsald. 

If this occurs, fire district patrons will probably pay 
lower fire Insurancepremiums.

SHOSHONE - Despile plans lo 
retire, Lincoln County Sheriff Bill 
Anderson will stay with the de- 
partment as a' deputy at the re- 
quest of sheriff-elect Darwin Mills. 

Mills, who takes office the sec- 
ond Monday In January, an- 
nounced he has asked Anderson to 
continue directing Ihe department 
while Mills attends the Idaho 
Police Academy In Boise. 

Lincoln County Prosecutor Jack 
Murphy said there is no Idaho 
statute requiring persons elected 
sheriff to take any training. How- 
ever, Mills will attend officer's 
training school beginning the third 
week In January and will also 
attend the state-sponsored new- 
sheriffs training In preparation" 
for his four-year term as Lincoln 
County sheriff. 

Mills, a Republican, won theposl 
Nov. 4 over two opponents. 

In addition to the Democratic 
candidate, Anna Mae Yeates. Mills 
was challenged by Lincoln County 
Sheriffs Deputy Jack Olson, who 
was sponsored by acitlzen's group 
as a write-in candidate and re- 
ceived 505 votes. Despile that, 
Olson said Thursday he is willing 
to continue his duties as deputy in a 
department headed by Mills. 

In regard to department 
personnel. Mills said he will have 
lo weigh all alternatives and make 
decisions thaUiwiU-be best for the 
department and Ihe people of 
Lincoln County. We are a small 
department and must all work 
tojether effectively to do the besl 



He added that there will be at 
least one deputy position open 
when Anderson retires after Mills 
completes his training. 

Mills said one of his priorities 
will be drug enforcement, includ- 
ing alcohol, with a concentration 
on Lincoln County youth. 

"I know we can t help Ihem all. 
but If we can even turn a few 
around. It will be worth It." 

Education in the problems of 
drug use. including Ihe legal 
penalties, combined wilh Ihe 
Concerned Parents Organization 
In Shoshone are Important points 
of his enforcement program. Mills 
said. 

A smooth transfer of authority 
heads the list of Mills' priorities, 
however. 

"My experience as a deputy for 
the last few months has (aught me 
a lot about the county and the 
department. Of course. I have seen - 
a few things like administrative 
detail that worked for Bill (An- 
derson) that I might change, but I 
will work closely with Sheriff An- 
derson to make sure everything 
goes smoothly." Millssaid. 

Mills added he's planning on 
close cooperation with Ihe pro- 
secutorofffee; — 

Lincoln County has two deputies 
in the field and one in the office, 
plus the sheriff.- which gives "thin — 
coverage to Lincoln County." said 
Mills. "But we will do as much 
patrolling as possible and strive 
for efficient law enforcement." 

Lincoln County has a 24-hour 
dispatch service available through 
the sheriffs office wilh at least one 
deputy on duty at all times. Mills

Good feelings in Gooding Coun ty

GOODING — November may have been a 
bad month for Democrats in Gooding County. 

Republicans swept all county positions 
open to election, resulting In an all- 
Republican county commission. 

''It was a Republican year — that was 
certainly part of It," Gooding County Com- 
missioner-elect Robert Tupper said of upset- 
ting Incumbent Democrat George Lemmon. 

Lemmon, who Is serving as commission 
■ chairman during 1380, -lost to Tupper by 

almost a 2-to-l margin. 
" It could have turned Into a hotly contested, 
name-calling race, as did other Idaho con- 
tests between Democrats and Republicans. 

In fact, Tupper admitted he sought the 
position mainly because the Gooding County 
Republican Central Committee asked him to 
-run so the one Democrallc commissioner 
would be opposed. 

However, little steam, it any, was vented 
during the two men's campaigns. 

"We (Lemmon and Tupper) had a little talk 
before hand and decided there would be no 
hard feelings on the part of the loser and 



absolutely no mudsllnging,' 
explained Thursday. 

The reason: Tupper and Lemmon have 
remained friends since their school days in 
Hagerman nearly 55 years ago. 

The two men, both farmers, live scarcely a 
mile apart. 

Despite the partisan change made bv 
voters Nov. 4, Lemmon said Friday the loss o'f 
a Democratic voice on the Gooding County 
Commission will probably have little impact 
on county decisions. 

"I don t think there's going to be very much 
change," Lemmon said. "At the county level, 
things are not as partisan as at higher, 
government levels. Most of the major actions 
taken by the commission have to follow 
procedures already set by the state and 
federal goverments." 

Karen Brallsford, chairman of (he local 
Republican central committee, agreed with 
Lemmon's opinion that an all-Republican 
county commission will operate similarly to 
the present commission with one Democrat 
and two Republicans. 

Brallsford said the biggest impact will 
Involve any appointments the commission 
may make. 

- "I think If there are any appointment, the 
commission will definitely go Republican." 



Brallsford said. "Although I must say. I don'l 
think the men Involved are completely 
limited to a partisan vote. If a Democrat was 
by far the best qualified. I'm sure they would 
sjo with that person. But if there's a choice . . 

In a second Gooding County commissioner 
race, Bradford's husband, Frederick, won 
aver Democratic challenger M. A. Strickland. 

The chairman of the Gooding County Dem- 
icratic Central Committee, Ron Stroud, was 
unavailable for comment. 

Tupper. who raises Black Angus cattle on a 
130-acre farm his father founded in 1909. said 
he has no major crusades he plans to pursue 
in 1981. 

"I really don't have any complaints about 
the way things have been handled." Tupper 
said. "I'm sure the 1 percent Initiative wHI be 
a major problem to handle, but I can't really 
offer any recommendations until I become 
Involved In the budgeting." 

He said he Is pleased with progress made 
by the Gooding County Memorial Hospital 
Board in seeking a new administrator for the 
financially stressed hospital, and hopes to 
continue in thesamedirection. 

Lemmon admitted he has mixed emotions" 
about leaving the commission in January. 



"It was interesting and educational," 
Lemmon said of his two years in county 
goverment. "I'll miss the people at the 
courthouse, and most of the calls we got In 
from residents." 

"However, I'm sure Bob (Tupper) will do 
fine a Job for the county," Lemmon said. 

Lemmon said he was proud that the Good- 
ing County Commission settled several pro- 
blems while he was chairman, Including 
appointing a new hospital board when most 
members resigned this fall in a dispute with 
commissioners over financial operation of the 
Gooding Memorial. 

"We also re-established our ambulance 
service, which was very Important," Lem- 
mon said. 

Lemmon met with Tupper earlier this week 
to discuss problems facing the county and 
give him background information on counly 
procedures and the budgeting process. 

After Tupper takes over In January. 
Lemmon said he plans to concentrate on 
operating his farm and on serving as 
Hagerman Valley water master, an elected 
post he's held for about 25 years. 

Said Lemmon of his defeat. "Bob and 1 
agreed. 1 was Just on the wrong party this 
year."

OREM, Utah (llPI) - The Central 
Utah Water Conservancy District has 
approved a $259 million supplemental 
repayment contract with the federal 
government for the Bonneville Unit of 
the Central Utah Project. 

The new contract with the federal 
Water and Power Resources Board 
will increase the share of the total cost 
of the Bonneville unit that will have to 
be paid back by water users and 
taxpayers. The contract must be 
approved by voters in the counties 
which receive water from the con- 
servancy district. 

- The original repayment contract 

- negotiated in 1965 required the district- 
to pay $156 million of the Bonneville 
Unit's estimated cost of $329 million. 

But Inflation has pushed the cost of 
the massive diversion project to an 

_eslimated$l.5 million. 

Most of that cost will be paid off 
through the sale of electric power 
from federal hydroelectric plants at 
dams on the Colorado River. But part 
of the cost must be repaid by the 
people who will receive the water.- 

Only the repayment contract on the 

municipal and Industrial portion of 
the Bonneville Unit will has been 
renegotiated. They will have to pay 
approxlmalely $200 million more than 
anticipated. 

The cost to irrigators will remain 
the same. 

The Bonneville Unit Includes a 
system of aqueducts and reservoirs 
which divert waterfrom the southern 
slope of the Uinta Mountains to the 
Wasatch Front. Utah and Salt Lake . 

- Counties would receive the bulk of the - 
diverted water, which would 
otherwise flow down the Colorado 
River. 

In a related development, the con- 
servancy district said 11 may not go 
ahead with a private geological sur- 
vey of the site for the Jordanelle 
Reservoir and Dam on the Provo 
River above HeberCitv. 

The district had earlier commited 
Itself to the private study on a request 
from the Jordanelle Policy Advisory 
Commltlee.

Wyoming sets '82 deadline 
for setting proficiency levels 



CHEYENNE, Wyo. (UPI) - 
Wyoming's local school districts have 
until 1982 to Implement proficiency 
levels and remedial programs undera 
revised state Board of Education 
policy on minimum competency 
standards, which have drawn court 
challenges in other states. 

State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction Lynn Simons said the 
board's minimum competency policy 
was initiated in November, 1977, and a 
task rorce's recommendations for 
-Implementing the policy were 
approved at a Nov. 8 board meeting. 

No Implementation date was set 
when the policy was originally devel- 
.oped, she said. 

The stale attorney general's office 
earlier warned the stale Department 
ot Education against Implementing 
minimum competency standards 



because ol possible discrimination 
lawsuits. 

The department had tried to devel- 
op definitions and Implementation 
procedures for nearly two years, bul 
abandoned the effort when it learned 
that competency standards in oilier 
states were being challenged In court. 
Last year, however, Ihe task force 
was formed to recommend an Im- 
plementation plan. 

The task force's report left the 1977 
policy Intact but added a provision 
allowing students to obtain diplomas 
by completing a remedial program. 

For students not Involved in re- 
medial programs, the standards for 
graduation are successful completion 
of a program Including credits or 
units Identified In the Wyoming School 
Accreditation Standards equal lo a 
regular student course load Uirouch 



the senior year of high school: suffi- 
cient attendance In courses and pro- 
grams to "gain fully Ihe educational 
and social benefits" of the secondary 
program; or a demonstrated ability lo 
read, write and compute with profi- 
ciency and an understanding of de- 
mocracy and free enterprise. 

Under the board's policy, local dis- 
tricts are responsible for establishing 
proficiency levels and program re- 
quirements for graduation, and the 
task force recommended the stan- 
dards exceed Ihe minimums set bv 
Ihe slate. 

"The task force believes thai pre- 
servation of local control Is essen- 
tial." the panel's report said. "Tills, 
therefore, precludes such recommen- 
dations as a uniform statewide list of 
required competencies or a stalewide 
testingprogram."

PORTLAND i UPI) - The 
Pacific Northwest Regional 
Commission voted lo spend

Toyotas' fuel tanks 
defective, group says 



Lack of orders leads to layoffs by Spokane company 



LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Toyota 
Corolla and Corona automobiles 
produced between 1970 and 1979 
feature detective gasoline tanks thai 
have been responsible for 10 deaths 
and present a risk of "gas tank 
cremallon." a research group 
charges. 

The Los Angeles Times reported the 
Insurance Institute for Highway Safe- 
ty, an insurance-industry funded 
group based in Washington. D.C.. 
contends the Toyota gas tanks rupture 
In low speed collisions. 

The Institute compiled data from 
crash tests dating as early as 1970. 

In one test conducted in 1973. a 
second car was crashed agalnsl the 
rear end of a Toyota Corona at Just 
under 40 mpli. causing Ihe-Tovola to 
burst Into names (hat engulfed the 
passenger compartment in less than a 
third of a second, the Institute said. 

As of June, the Institute had com- 



piled files detailing at least l^serlous 
accidents involving Toyota gas tanks. 
Ten of the accidents resulted In death, 
the files showed. 

"We regard the Toyota gas tank 
situation as a scandal." said Dr. 
William Haddon, Insurance Institute 

Brest dent. "We are dumbfounded that 
le U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation has not long since called 
public attention toll."
